Interpreting for the deaf 
challenging, Dravis says

When Stephanie Dravis went to 
Europe three years ago, she did not 
know any languages, and she became 
fascinated by the idea of com 
municating without speech Now 
communicating without speech is her 
job 

Dravis is an interpreter for the 
deaf, and two days a week she works 
with clients at CSUS 

“It's really exciting work,” she said 
“It's very challenging, and it’s always 
different.” 

Dravis is employed by the 
American River College Center for 
the Deaf. This center serves AR’s deaf 
students and also acts as a coordinaty: 
for interpreters in the Sacramento 
area. It assigns Dravis to different 


chents and to interpret at meetings 
and conventions in the community 

“I'm assigned to particular clients 
and | go to most of their classes.” she 
said. “I sign everything that ts said, all 
the students’ questions and all the 
things that hanpen ™ 

She also does reverse interpreting 
which 1s vocalizing the deaf student's 
questions or comments 

Interpreting is a profession, which 
carries with it a lot of responsibility, 
Dravis said. The deaf student depends 
on her to interpret correctly and to in- 
clude all of the lecture material A 
missed sentence could cause the 
student to fail a test 

A UC Davis graduate, Dravis ma- 
jored in drama and had planned to go 
into drama professionally But the

Aquarian

Ours is a drug onented society. We 
use drugs to wake up, to wind up, to go 
to sleep, to cure colds and stifle snif- 
fles, as well as for social diversion 

For some people, limited drug use 
is not destructive. For others, drug use 
becomes drug abuse, and it is for these 
people that the Aquarian Fffort offers 
a wide variety of services 

The Aquarian Effort is a Sac- 
ramento based therapeutic com- 
munity, which is involved in the 
treatment, rehabilitation and preven- 
tion of drug abuse, said Ken Peatross, 
program director, community train- 
ing center. It is a human service 
focused on helping people live healthy 
lives 


“Our underlying purpose is 


premoting mental health,” said Char 
Kelly, prevention education coor- 
dinator. “Sound mental health is a 
deterant to all forms of destructive 
behavior. We're not against drugs 










Fatter paychecks are in store for 
some 65 CSUS faculty members this 
fall as a result of promotions an- 
nounced last week. These promotions 
represent about $1,000 salary in- 
creases on the average and allow each 
professor to start on the first step of 
the five - step salary scale in their new 
teaching levels 

One faculty member was promoted 
to assistant professor with an increase 
in his salary from $14,880 to $15,576 
In addition 31 assistant professors 
were promoted to associate profes- 
sorships with pay increases from the 
old salary of $16,320 to $17,088 

The most prestigious promotions 
go to those 33 professors who now will 
have full professor status. Their old in- 
comes of $20,592 are upped to 
$21,576 

Promotions are based on merit and 
budget constraints. The State of 
California budgeted CSUS $50,000 
for promotions this year. Using for- 
mulas, a Faculty Evaluations Board 
(FEB), made up of faculty and ad- 
ministrators, sets quotas and 
limitations for all seven schools on this 
campus. For example, of the 33 
available promotiuns from associate 
to full professor, 25 went to faculty 
members of the Schoo! of Arts and

We're for the wise use of drugs.” 

The Fffort recognizes drugs as a 
part of daily life, which can be 
beneficial if used with judgement 
However, when drugs are used in a 
destructive manner, adversely affec- 
ting a persons well being. they 
become a problem 

“Drug abuse is a symptom of a 
problem.” said Peatross. “Drugs don't 
abuse people. People abuse drugs. So 
we're of the opinion that we don't have 
drug problems, we have people 
problems.” 

It is from this base that the Effort 
operates, providing a far reaching 
program Therapeutic and 
rehabilitation services include a crisis 
line, a heroin detoxification program, 
legal and medica! clinics, and a half - 
way house 

Besides the basic therapeutic ser- 
vices, the Effort helps people deal with 
human issues in other ways. Classes 
are offered in human awareness, 
human growth, problem solving, tran- 


Sciences, since that school is much 
larger than the other six schools here 

The promotion process begins at 
the department level, where merit is 
the criterion used. A ranked list, based 
on point totals is forwarded to the 
school, where all lists from each 
department are combined and sent to 
the FEB. The Board then uses the for- 
mulas to assign quotas and makes it's 
recommendation for promotions. It 
then sends its list of final recommen- 
dations to President Bond 

Once the president has the 
recommendations, he may alter the 
list as he wishes. The order that names 
appear can be switched, and names 
can be dropped or added. However. 
according to reliable sources, this is 
rarely done. The political implications 
of such power to deny a professor a 
promotion are great. Yet most faculty 
who have been denied promotion in 
the past have filed successful 
grievances. 

As a result of budgetary 
constraints, however, many faculty 
who are recommended for promotion 
don't make it. According to FEB 
member professor Harry Aron, more 
thas’ twice the actual number of 
promoted faculty members are 
recommended for promotion

Dr. Djerassi: one billion 
newcomers every decade

By the end of this century an es- 
timated 7.$ billion people will inhabit 
our planet. That’s an expected one 
billion newcomers every decade 

Dr. Carl Djerassi speaks of these 
Statistics with merely a cool reference 
to the improbability of changing 
Prospects. “It will take a couple 
decades to feei ihe impact. But noth- 
ing can be done outside of a nuclear 
war.” 

Djerassi spoke at CSUS last Thurs- 
day on the Dilemma of Birth Controi 

Rising Expectations and Falling 
Opportunities. He is a Professor of 
Chemistry at Stanford University and 
serves as President and Chairman of 
the Board with the Zoecon Cor- 
poration. He was also past president 
of the Syntex Corporation. where in 
the early 1950's he helped develop 
the birth control pill 

Presently, Djerassi offers a dim 


view of the world regarding effective 
and timely birth control practice 
“Prospects are getting thinner. if you 
women are gearing your sex life to the 
expectations of a male contraceptive. 
vou are dreaming.” 

He speaks in terms of hardware 
and software with respect to birth con- 
trol. Hardware refers to the methods 

pills, diaphram, 1.U.D., etc 
Software is the policy, the planning 
and implementation of the hardware 
Software is the means to accomplish 
the hardware purpose. At this point of 
overpopulation, software 1s on the 
rise, but hardware is at a standstill 

Even with increased awareness and 
implementation of effective hardware 
use, the problem of overpopulation 
cannot be deterred: It remains, 
Dycrassi stresses, one of the social laws 
of nature. The problem is generally 
based on socio - economics -— the part 
of the world that needs the most help 
will inevitably receive the least

said 

Dravis has many interests and 
many plans for future work with the 
deaf. This spring she is starting a 
drama class tor deaf and hearing 
children. “Mostly just to give them the 
opportunity to have some drama fun.” 
she said 

Next fall she will start the MA 
program in counseling at CSUS with 
the aim of becoming a counselor for 
the deaf 

“Deaf people need personal 
counselors just like everybody else 
does, and there's a tremendous need 
for that in the deaf community,” 
Dravis said. “So far there are very few 
counselors who have any = sign 
language skills. So deaf people have to 
go to a counselor using an inter- 
preter 

This often makes confiding in a 
counselor more difficult for the deaf 
person. Even though an interpreter 
keeps absolute confidence, he is still 
there, she said 

“I also want to be a teacher of deaf 
pre - school,” she said. But that will 
have to wait unti! she has her counsel- 
ing degree 

Although Dravis has only been in- 
volved with the deaf community for a 
short time, she has a great com- 
mitment to it and concern for its 
members. She sees a need for persons 
trained in sign language and for an 
understanding of the problems deaf 
persons face 

“Education is where deaf people 
have suffered the most, because they 
don't have natural communication,” 
she said. “The problem at Sac State is 
that it doesn't have any funding for 
interpreters. I know of several people 
in the community who want to come 


here but can’t afford it.” 

Deal students who attend CSUS 
and who do not qualify for vocatiop 
rehabilitation assistance must p 
their own interpreter, Dravis said 

Dravis has more ambitions than 
most people would dream of 
attempting 

“I'm always busy.” she said. “I'l! be 
busy for the rest of my life, | think.” 

Fortunately for the deat com- 
munity, she probably will be

concerning the problem areas of the 


world the most effort should be 
concentrated on improved methods of 
abortion. With abortion as a curative 
birth control Imethod, contraceptive 
methods will be encouraged as a 
preventative source, especially in the 
lesser developed and overpopulated 
countries throughout the world 

Djerassi is disappointed that not 
enough work with birth control 
methods has been done in recent 
years “If you want to see something 
done by 1984, you would have to have 
started in 1970” 

There is a contraceptive that is in 
the carly stages of development that 
could possibly deal on a long range 
basis with the social law of nature. It ts 
a juteolytic or abortifacient oral con- 
traceptive for women. Taken once a 
month, it would induce the menstrual 
cycle automatically At that point, the 
woman could only be pregnant 2 


weeks maximum and would not even 
be aware of the condition. The pos- 
sibility of this contraceptive is 
stationed in the distance future, 
however 

In the United States, Dyerass: ad- 
mits, there is less birth control 
research being done now that there 
was 10 years ago. Controversy offered 
by the Food and Drug Administration 
over the hazards of oral con- 
traceptives has weakened the research 
Yet, ironically, he pointed out the 
government's neglect of the sup- 
porting evidence that caffiene also 
causes birth defects 

When asked by a member of the 
audience what, in his opinion, ts the 
most effective birth contro! Imethod 
nght now for the global perspective. 
Dr. Dhyerassi didn't hesitate 
“Abstinence.” And with an after- 
thought of practicality he admitted 
perhaps sterilizatian would work out 
better

American River,” said Congressman 
Harold (Biz) Johnson, Ist district. He 
then advocated construction of the 
dam for flood control, irngation 
hydroelectric power and recreational! 
uses 

Eugene Gualco. assemblyman Sth 
district, said he supports the dam if it 
is safe, but “under no circumstnaces” 
if it isn’t. Gualco said the dam would 
prawide more flood control and would 
be @n economic stimulus to the area 

Talk about flood control 1s shuck 
and jive.” said Tom Graph, of the En- 
virgnmental Detense Fund. “There 
have been substantial questions raised 
abtut the possibility of aquake. Those 
who support the dam are wedded to 
the past. The Bureau of Reclamation 
is a bungling bureaucracy with no 
relationship to the people” 

Graph also said that if the Folsom 
dam isn't adequate to control floods, 
better levee maintenance is the 
answer, not a new dam
